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FOREIGN. 



INFLUENZA ON VESSELS. 
Steamships at Australian Ports. 

The arrival at ports in Australia of vessels having influenza on 
board, or having had cases on board during voyage, has been reported 
as follows: 

S. S. Carina, November 4, 1918, at Frcmantle from Calcutta, hav- 
ing had seven cases of influenza on board at Calcutta. 

S. S. Charon, October 20, 1918, at Broome from Singapore, having 
had 17 cases on board and 1 death from pneumonia during voyage. 

S. S. Joan Craig, November 1, 1918, at Sydney from Greymouth, 
New Zealand, having had one case of influenza on board. 

S. S. Mataram, October 18, 1918, at Darwin from Singapore, having 
had 5S cases of influenza on board. 

S. S. Niagara, October 12, 1918, at Auckland, Now Zealand, having 
had 100 cases of influenza among crew and passengers and 1 death 
from broncho-pneumonia. On October 25, 1918, the Niagara arrived 
at Sydney with a history of 4 additional cases occurring in transit 
after leaving Auckland. One case developed at quarantine station, 
Sydney, among the crew and passengers landed there. 

S. S. Tango Maru, November 3, 1918, at Sydney, from Japanese 
port, having had 10 cases of influenza among Japanese passengers. 

S. S. Tarawera, November 1, 1918, at Hobart from Auckland, New 
Zealand, having had seven cases of influenza on board during voyage. 

AUSTRALIA. 
Quarantine Against Influenza. 

In consequence of the prevalence of influenza in various parts of 
the world, including the Union of South Africa, proclamations were 
issued October 17, 1918, declaring "influenza or any toxic or septice- 
mic condition similar to influenza," to be a quarantinable disease; 
appointing ports of entry in Australia for vessels arriving from South 
Africa; and fixing the period of quarantine at seven days. Vessels 
from countries other than South Africa with cases of influenza on 
board, or having had cases on board during voyage, were ordered to 
be placed in quarantine on arrival, all patients to be isolated at 
quarantine stations and measures of disinfection carried out. Ves- 
sels from New Zealand were directed to be inspected on arrival. 
93824°— 18 4 (2353) 
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Restriction of Importation of Animal Hair. 

By quarantine circular issued November 7, 1918, it is prohibited 
to import into Australia from eastern and south eastern Asia, India, 
Ceylon, Japan, the East Indian islands, and the Philippine Islands, 
brushes of any description or toilet articles made from or containing 
the hair of animals unless such articles were made from hair effectively 
cleansed and disinfected before manufacture. 

CHINA. 

Influenza — Can ton — Chef oo — Hankow. 

At Canton influenza was reported prevalent in mild form, Novem- 
ber 2, 1918'; at Chefoo a general epidemic of influenza was reported 
October 28, 1918; at Hankow, October 30, 1918, influenza was re- 
ported prevalent among Chinese in the city and in surrounding 
country. 

On November 9, 1918, influenza was reported to be increasing at 

Canton. 

CHOSEN (KOREA). 

Influenza — Chemulpo — Fusan — Seoul. 

Influenza was reported present in Chosen (Korea), during the 
months of September and October, 1918, at Chemulpo, Fusan, and 

Seoul. 

DENMARK. 

Further Relative to Influenza — Odensee. 1 

During the week ended November 9, 1918, 2,158 new cases of influ- 
enza were notified at Odensee, Denmark (previous week, 1,692 cases). 
The epidemic was stated to be still spreading throughout the district 
but with lower mortality than had been reported from other localities 
in Scandinavian countries. 

DOMINICAN REPUBLIC. 

Influenza — La Plata. 

A severe epidemic of influenza was reported at La Plata, Santo 
Domingo, December 19, 1918. 

HONDURAS. 
Influenza — San Pedro Sula. 

Influenza was reported present in epidemic form at San Pedro 
Sula, Honduras, during the month of November, 1918.

Influenza was reported seriously prevalent in many parts of India 
in November, 1918.

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PERU. 

Influenza. 

Influenza has been reported present in Peru under date of October 
26, 1918. The first outbreak was reported in the mining region of 
Marococha. Later, the larger cities of Peru were attacked. At 
Arequipa influenza was reported with many fatalities. At Callao 
and Lima the disease was stated to be mild in form. 

RUSSIA. 
Cholera — Typhus Fever — July- September, 1918. 

Cholera. — Eeports received from the municipal authorities of 
Petrograd show that from July 17 to 31, 1918, 1,826 cases of cholera 
were treated in the civil hospitals of that city and from August 1 to 
21, 1,117 cases; in military hospitals, during the months of July and 
August, 1918, 884 cases were treated. In Courland and Lithuania 
cholera was reported present in July and August with 8 cases each. 
At Odessa cholera was reported present during the last week in 
August, 1918. In the Ukraine from July to August, 1918, 250 cases 
were reported. 

Typhus fever.— Typhus fever was reported present in Lithuania 
in July and August, 1918, with 928 cases; in Poland, July 21 to 
September 14, with 1,590 cases, of which 56 cases occurred at Lodz, 
the chief manufacturing town of Poland (population, 351,000), 
and 341 cases at Warsaw (population, 771,000). 

Influenza — Archangel. 

Influenza was reported present at Archangel, Russia, during tho 
period from October 1 to 15, 1918. 

VENEZUELA. 

Influenza — Caracas — General Mortality. 

Influenza was reported present at Caracas October 25, 1918, with 
an estimated case rate of 70 per cent of the population, which is offi- 
cially estimated at about 80,000. The normal daily occurrence of 
deaths at Caracas is stated to bo about 10 or 12. The total number 
of deaths reported at Caracas from October 28 to November 30, 1918, 
was 1,745, occurring as follows:
